THE Welsh 

Government has 
given the green light 
to a multi-million 
pound project that 
aims to revitalise 
Bridgend town 
centre by increasing 
the number of 
residents, and 
providing improved 
shopping facilities. 


It means the town 
centre is set to benefit 
from £6m of ‘Vibrant 
and Viable Places’ 
regeneration funding, a 
BCBC spokesperson 
explained. 

Council projects 
would use the cash to 
help make the town 
centre more “modern, 
vibrant and appealing to 
shoppers and visitors”. 
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Vacant premises 
above shops will be 
turned into housing, 
while the ageing Rhiw 
car park will be replaced 
with a new multi¬ 
storey - in addition to 
riverside housing and a 
small-scale development 
for potential commercial 
or community use. 

Other car parks in the 
town centre are also set 
to be improved. New 
parking will be created 
to serve offices and 
businesses, and

THE Rotary Clubs of 
Porthcawl and Bridgend have 
once again combined to help 
man the feeding stations for 
the Wiggle Dragon Races. 

Starting and finishing at Margam 
Park, the races had four categories 
ranging from the 42km ‘Corto’ event to 
the gruelling ‘Dragon Devil’ which 
took in the Rhigos, Black Mountain 
and the Devil’s Elbow - a challenging 
2,905 metres of climbing and a total 
distance of 300km. 

There was a very early Sunday 
morning start, with the convoy of 
Rotarians following the vans stocked 
with the provisions, in order to get over 
the Brecon Beacons to two of the five 
feeding stations - at Ystradgynlais and 
Glasfynydd - by around 9am. 

There they unloaded the vans, 
erected gazebos, tables etc. and spread 
out hundreds of cereal bars, apple pies, 
thousands of bananas - not to mention 
the salted potatoes, jelly babies, 
cranberries and raisins! 


Also, two ‘bowsers’ - each holding 
hundreds of gallons of water - were 
readied to provide the thirsty riders 
with water or power drinks. 

Just as they had done last year, the 
Rotarians awaited the four to five 
thousand riders they were expecting ... 
first were two elite riders who powered 
through without stopping ... then the 
odd one or two that came and went 
with bananas, cereal bars and raisins in 
their back pockets. 

Gradually, the groups got bigger and 
more frequent until there were so many 
that it became a sea of riders, coloured 
club jerseys, bottles and bikes ... and 
hands reaching for something to boost 
energy levels! The deluge lasted for a 
manic three to four hours until it began 
to abate until the last cyclists had 
passed through late in the afternoon. 

It was mid evening when the 
Rotarians arrived home tired but happy 
to have lived up to their motto of 
‘Service Above Self’ once again... and 
next year they’ll do it all over again!

AM welcomes latest 
0800 clampdown 


A regional AM has 
welcomed news that 
from this week, 
some expensive 
phone numbers will 
be outlawed. 

SuzyDavies, Welsh 
Conservative regional 
AM for south Wales 
west, has been 
campaigning against GP 
surgeries being allowed 
to use 08 numbers and 
she has also urged the 
Student Loans Company 
to re-think its policy of 
using such numbers. 

The UK Government 
has passed legislation 
which makes some use of 


the 0845, 0844 and 0871 
numbers unlawful. 

Although there are 
exemptions in the case of 
banks, insurance 

companies, gambling 
companies and some 
others, Mrs Davies 
welcomed the new 
regulations. 

She said: “Other 
businesses are now 
required to switch to 
lower cost numbers to 
prevent customers from 
being stung by high 
phone bills. I have been 
chasing Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg, for 

example, to ensure that 
the few remaining 


surgeries which use these 
numbers do not renew 
their contracts once the 
existing ones expire. 

“Sick people trying to 
get hold of a doctor do 
not need the added stress 
of knowing that the call 
they are making is more 
expensive than usual, 
while hard-up students 
using a mobile phone 
should not be penalised 
when they are trying to 
sort out problems with 
their loan. 

“I am glad that this 
loophole is being 
plugged at long last.”

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‘Council must act 
on silt eyesore’ 

- SAYS A REGIONAL TORY AM 


THE ongoing controversy 
over the ‘Porthcawl silt’ 
saga, took a bizarre twist 
when it was the subject of 
an April Fool prank - being 
put up ‘for sale’ on e-bay! 

Since then, a regional AM says 
she has been chasing Bridgend 
County Borough Council (BCBC) 
to enforce its planning conditions 
regarding the silt dredged from 
Porthcawl harbour and dumped on 
Salt Lake car park. 

Mrs Suzy Davies, a Welsh 
Conservative regional AM for 
south Wales west, has now 
received the results of the two 
tests carried out by the council 
into the make-up of the silt. One 
test was done before the silt was 
dredged and the second after it had 
been tipped. 

Contaminants found include 
lead, sulphate, ammonium, 
benzene, C8-C10 aliphatic, vinyl 
chloride, tributyl tin, naphthalene 
and anthracene. 

The council, which removed 
the silt as part of its 
redevelopment of the harbour, had 
various plans to deal with the silt. 

One was to flatten it and grass it 
but the contaminants make this 
unlikely. 

Mrs Davies went on: “Their 
second plan was to use it as fill for 
the infrastructure needed for the 
Morrisons’ supermarket but as this 
deal has fallen through, Porthcawl 
is left with this eyesore of 15,000 
tonnes of silt plus an additional 
100 tonnes of rock and concrete 
which has also been dumped there 
from construction works. 

“This is hardly the welcome 
that visitors to this busy tourist 
resort would expect to find.” 

Mrs Davies wrote to the 
planning enforcement department 
of the council to ask why no 
action had been taken to enforce 


the conditions attached to the 
planning consent given to carry 
out the refurbishment of the 
harbour. 

These stated that no additional 
materials were to be dumped on 
Salt Lake other than the silt 
without written consent from 
planners given in advance but 100 
tonnes of rubble has joined the 
mound. 

Mrs Davies asked to see the 
written consent for this to take 
place and says she then discovered 
that it was dated May 21 - months 
after the rubble was dumped. 

Another condition which has 
been broken states that the site 
should be landscaped within three 
months of the tipping taking place. 

Mrs Davies went on: “Nothing 
has been done to comply with this 
condition, presumably because of 
the contamination. This leaves the 
council having to either to get a 
construction company to take it 
away for their own use or for the 
council to pay to remove it. 

“As the cost of the harbour 
refurbishment is already £890,000 
overspent, adding the cost of 
moving 15,100 tonnes of 
contaminated waste and then 
disposing of it will add 
considerably to the final costs of 
the scheme. 

“But despite these factors, the 
council must act quickly to 
remove this eyesore safely.” 

A BCBC spokesman said: 
“Residents can be assured that 
dealing with the silt extracted from 
the old harbour is currently our 
number one priority for 
Porthcawl, and that it poses no 
danger to public health in its 
current Salt Lake location. 

“As you might expect given its 
source, the silt contains 
substances such as lead and 
benzene and as such is being 
stored on an impermeable 


membrane in full compliance with 
protocols required by Natural 
Resources Wales. 

“Its original use as engineering 
landfill in the construction of the 
eastern promenade highway 
infrastructure was prevented by 
Morrison’s subsequent decision to 
cancel their plans for a new store. 

“This has left the council in a 
difficult position as we need to 
find an alternative disposal 
method for the silt which also 
offers best value to local 
taxpayers. 

“Due to the high cost of 
transporting and disposing of the 
silt elsewhere - estimated to be in 
the region of up to £250,000 - we 
initially invited the other short¬ 
listed bidders to resubmit their 
plans for developing a store, but 
this process recently concluded 
without a viable bid being 
identified. 

“Our preferred option would be 
to process the silt at Salt Lake 
where it could be landscaped and 
planted with wild flowers, 
preventing it from being an 
eyesore while also ensuring that it 
remains available until such time 
that it can be used as engineering 
landfill in the regeneration plans 
for the resort. 

“The current situation is that 
the council is in talks with other 
landowners to agree an 
appropriate solution, and we hope 
to be able to make a further 
announcement on this soon. 

“In the meantime, our ongoing 
efforts to drive forward 
regeneration in the town include 
the marketing of the former 
Jennings building to bring it back 
into public use, and the rolling out 
of a multi-million pound 
townscape heritage initiative 
designed to restore some of 
PorthcawTs best-known 

buildings.”

BCBC urged 


BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council has been 
urged to “swallow 
its pride” and go 
back to the 
drawing board 
over its plans for 
Porthcawl 
regeneration. 

Tory regional AM 
Suzy Davies said: 
“BCBC has pinned all 
its hopes on 
developing a 
supermarket on Salt 
Lake, but last week 
they announced that 
no viable bids have 
been received. 

“While having a 
supermarket may have 
seemed like a good 
idea ten years ago, 
when the scheme was 
first mooted, that ship 
has sailed and it is 
time that the council 
faced up to reality. 

“The council was 
depending on the 
money raised from 
selling the land to a 
supermarket chain to 
buy out the private 
owners and 
leaseholders involved. 
Well, it looks like 
that’s not going to 
happen.” 

The Shadow Welsh 
tourism minister went 
on: 

“While a premium 
supermarket would 
have added to the 


town’s offer, I was 
never convinced that a 
bog standard 
supermarket would 
have acted as any sort 
of a draw to the town 
anyway. 

“It speaks volumes 
that the Porthcawl 
Maritime Centre, 
which local residents 
are proposing, is far 
more likely to enhance 
Porthcawl’s 
attractions as a seaside 
resort than anything 
the council and its 
expensive consultants 
came up with. 

“It’s now time that 
the council ripped up 
Plan A and set about 
devising a Plan B - an 
alternative strategy. 

“But they must hold 
a meaningful 
consultation with 
Porthcawl residents - 
asking them what they 
want rather than 
telling them what they 
are going to get. 

“I would imagine 
that there would also 
need to be talks with 
the private owners and 
leaseholders about the 
way forward. 

“I am not sure 
where this latest 
development leaves the 
Owners’ Agreement 
which the council 
signed with them.”

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Firms fined after 
child’s death in 
electric sliding gate 


A SWANSEA installation 
firm and a Cardiff 
maintenance company 
have been sentenced for 
serious safety failings, after 
a five-year-old girl was 
crushed to death by an 
electric gate. 

Karolina Golabek was killed 
when she became trapped between 
the closing edge of the gate and 
the gate post outside flats near her 
home in Bridgend on July 3, 
2010. 

The incident was investigated 
by the Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE), which 
prosecuted John Glen (Installation 
Services) Ltd and Tremorfa Ltd 
after finding the gate was 
inherently unsafe and posed a 
clear risk. 

Cardiff Crown Court heard 
today that Karolina was playing 
around the gates in Brook Court 
when they automatically closed 
after a car passed through. Her 
body was found in the gap 
between the post and gate a short 
time later by a resident. 

She was rushed to hospital, but 
died as a result of her injuries. 

HSE found that the closing 
force of the gate did not meet 
European and British safety 
standards. It was in excess of 
2,000N, the equivalent to the force 
created by a weight of 4401bs 


(220kgs). There were also dangers 
with the gate structure, which left 
space for people to get trapped, 
and there were insufficient safety 
devices to detect a person in the 
area that would automatically 
prevent it closing. These safety 
features were incorrectly set. 

The court was told that John 
Glen (Installation Services) Ltd 
had fitted a new electric motor to 
the gate when a previous motor 
had broken. The gate was put 
back into use despite the fact that 
there were obvious trapping 
points. 

The firm also failed to properly 
test that the gate stopped when it 
met an obstruction, or test the 
force that the gate closed with. 

Tremorfa Limited was 
contracted to maintain the gate. 
Despite carrying out two 
maintenance visits, the last one 
just six weeks before Karolina’s 
death, the company did not carry 
out vital safety checks, including 
closing force measurements. 

John Glen (Installation 
Services) Ltd of Phoenix Way, 
Garngoch Industrial Estate, 
Swansea, was fined £60,000 and 
ordered to pay £40,000 in costs 
after pleading guilty to breaching 
Section 3(1) of the Health and 
Safety at Work Act 1974. 

Tremorfa Ltd, of Pascal Close, 
St Mellons, Cardiff, was fined 
£50,000 with costs of £40,000 also 
pleaded guilty to the same charge. 


HSE Inspector Stuart Charles, 
speaking after the hearing, said: 
“Karolina’s death has left her 
family devastated, and yet it could 
so easily have been avoided. 

“Both companies walked away 
from the gate, leaving it in an 
unsafe condition. Both could have 
prevented this tragedy. 

“Automated gates are 
becoming more common and it’s 
sometimes difficult to appreciate 
that even small gates can close 
with significant force. 

“Badly installed and 
maintained gates are a threat to 
all pedestrians, but young children 
are particularly vulnerable 
because they are often completely 
unaware of the dangers. 

“No-one should install or work 
on automated gates without 
knowing the relevant safety 
standards or without having the 
right equipment to check that the 
gate is safe after they have worked 
on it. 

“If you own, or are responsible 
for managing properties with 
automatic gates, you should 
ensure they are properly 
maintained. You should also 
ensure that those carrying out the 
maintenance are competent to do 
so.”

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Rogue traders 
given 18 -month 
prison sentences 


TWO rogue traders 
have been sentenced 
to 18-month prison 
terms, following a 
successful 
prosecution led by 
the Vale Council’s 
Trading Standards 
team. 

A third man received a 
12-month suspended 
sentence and 120 hours 
of community service for 
his role in a tarmacking 
scam that had at least 16 
victims across south 
Wales. 

David James Snr, 
David James Jnr and 
Stephen Hewes, 

operating as National 
Tarmac, cold-called 
victims at their homes, 
offering to resurface their 
driveways. 

While referring to 
fictional contracts with 
well-known companies 
and local councils, the 
three used what appeared 
to be professional 
marketing literature and 
a website to dupe 
customers into agreeing 
the work. 

The Vale Council led 
the prosecution on behalf 
of a number of other 
local authorities in 
Wales, including 


Newport, Caerphilly, 
Blaenau Gwent, Merthyr 
and Rhondda Cynon 
Taff. 

The principal trading 
standards officer for the 
Vale Council, Christina 
Roberts-Kinsey, said 
afterwards: “Victims of 
the scam paid up to 
£1,100 for resurfacing 
work, which was often 
done in an hour or less, 
and following which 
repairs and remedial 
work were always 
necessary. 

“When customers 
questioned the men, or 
raised concerns about 
the quality of the work, 
they met with 
intimidation and 

aggressive demands for 
immediate payment. 
Following the work to his 
driveway, one victim had 
to pay £3,500 to have the 
surface repaired and re- 
laid. 

The council will not 
tolerate any fraudulent 
activity in the Vale and 
had no hesitation in 
leading the prosecution 
against these rogue 
traders.” 

During sentencing, the 
judge at Cardiff Crown 
Court pointed out that a 
chartered surveyor had 
inspected nine of the

victims’ driveways and 
described the work as 
inadequate and poor. 

When sentencing them 
to prison terms, the judge 
told David James Jnr and 
Stephen Hewes: “It is 
clear this was a well 
thought-out, fraudulent 
arrangement and you 
took money for worthless 
services. 

“You are experienced, 
having worked in similar 
roles for several years 
and so you both knew 
what you were doing. An 
immediate custodial 
sentence is therefore 
justified. ” 

Following the 

prosecution, Coun Neil 
Moore, Leader of the 
Vale Council, said: “Our 
trading standards 

officers work 

exceptionally hard to

bring fraudulent traders 
such as these men to 
justice. This was a 
sophisticated con that 
preyed on vulnerable 
people. The strong action 
of the Vale Council sends 
a clear signal that we 
will use our full 
enforcement powers to 
stop rogue traders 
operating in the Vale.”

THE controversial T9 bus 
service from Cardiff to 
Cardiff Airport at Rhoose, 
hit the headlines again last 
week, when it was reported 
that First Cymru had 
pulled out. 

However, within 24 hours. 
First Cymru described the 
situation as “normal procedure” 
because the original short-term 
contract expired on August 16, 
and said the company would be 
re-tendering for the service. 

The T9 service known as 
‘Cardiff Airport Express’ takes 
passengers between Cardiff City 
Centre, Cardiff Bay, and the 
terminal at Cardiff Airport at 
regular intervals throughout the 
day, seven days per week. 

The Vale Council runs the

service on behalf of the Welsh 
Government, and it will be 
handling the re-tendering process. 

The service may change, as a 
result of a report, by Professor 
Cole of the University of South 
Wales, which was commissioned 
by the Welsh Government to 
review the effectiveness of the 
new service. 

The Welsh Conservative 
Leader and regional AM, Andrew 
RT Davies, said: “It is reassuring 
to hear that First Cymru plan to 
re-tender for the T9 service. 

“Clearly efficient transport 
links are integral to the success of 
Cardiff Airport and a shuttle 
service is required if passengers 


are going to view it as a viable 
option when planning their 
flights. 

“One thing which concerned 
me, when Professor Cole 
published his recent report, was 
the fact that he ruled out allowing 
ordinary passengers to use the 
service. 

“Given that the T9 has 
contributed to the loss of a bus 
service for many Vale residents, I 
would like to see this 
reconsidered. 

“Limited access at certain 
points along the route would 
increase the number of 
passengers using the service, and 
reduce the subsidy required by the 
Welsh Government to make the 
T9 economically viable.”

Eccentric artist is a 
^forgotten treasure’ 


ART Central Gallery recently 
played host to a talk given by 
Professor Tony Curtis on 
behalf of Art Central Friends 
about the life and work of an 
eccentric, highly amusing and 
talented lady. 

Ray Howard Jones was born in 
Berkshire to a well-to-do family, but 
came to live in Penarth with her 
grandparents when she was quite 
young. 

She did her first painting at the age 
of eight from the gate house window in 
Tenby and from then on, she delighted 
in painting the landscapes and scenes 
of Pembrokeshire, where she spent 
much of her time, when not at her 
home in London. 

A classically-trained artist at the 
Slade School, she became one of the 
very few accredited female war artists 
during World War Two and painted the 
preparations for the D-Day landings 
taking place in and around Barry and 
Cardiff. 

Later, she and her partner Ray 
Moore were temporary wardens of the 
island of Skomer, where not only did 
she love to commune with nature in 
her birthday suit but spent hours 
sketching the wildlife and painting the 


wonderful landscapes the island 
afforded. 

She had a fine, descriptive way with 
words and wrote amusingly and often 
to her friends, and especially to her 
sister. Her letters were punctuated with 
poetry and sketches of what she had 
seen, as she fancied herself also to be a 
poet. 

Much of her work is held in private 
collections but Tenby Museum and the 
National Museum of Wales have many, 
many examples of her work, as does 
the Imperial War Museum in London. 

Professor Tony Curtis has not only 
helped curate this exhibition, 
supported by the University of South 
Wales and Tenby Museum but has 
given his highly informative, insightful 
and amusing talks at three previous 
venues on this exhibition’s tour, which 
began in September 2013 in Tenby.

The untold tale of

GWYN PRESCOTT,

Welsh caps and we are 
told that: “He may have 
been a victim of friendly 
artillery fire when 
waiting in no-man’s 
land.” 

He left behind a 
widow and two children, 
but like most of the 7th 
King’s (Shropshire light 
infantry) killed that day, 
he had no known grave. 

Horace Wyndham 
Thomas, born at 
Pentyrch on July 28, 
1890, played for 
Bridgend County 

(Grammar) School and 
eventually captained the 
rugby team. 

He went on to gain 
two Welsh caps in 1912 
and 1913. 

A report by Private 
John Jones provides the 
sad details of his death: 
“Mr Thomas... was with 
me in the first line of 


German trenches... when 
he was hit by a shell and 
being blown to bits and 
killed outright.” 

He is commemorated 
on the Thiepval 
Memorial to the Missing 
of the Somme. 

As Gerald Davies 
writes in his foreword: 
“These pages contain an 
unexplored and untold 
tale which, from the 
deepest anguish of the 
suffering born of the 
unquestioning bravery, 
pierces the heart. 

“Theirs was a sacrifice 
which needs to be told!” 

The highest praise that 
I can give this 
heartwarming book is 
that my late good friend 
John Billot, one time 
sports editor at the 
Western Mail, and a 
great rugby writer in his 
own right, would have 
loved it.

YOU browse to get 
information; buy 
products; research 
interesting topics; 
follow the news or 
simply have a look 
around. 

You look at all sorts of 
sites, some easy to follow 
and some you get lost in. 
You get impatient and 
wonder why they cannot 
do better. 

Mike J had some of 
the answers and shared 
them with us. They boil 
down to two factors: 
forethought and skills. 

Forethought means 
considering what 

information you want to 
impart and the kinds of 
people you want to 
access and use it. 

The content design 
should be influenced by 
what they would like to 
see. 

You may be at the 
cutting edge of 
technology, but the good 
old paper and pencil will 
be needed to jot down 
your ideas before you 
start and to scribble the 
little ides that occur to 
you as you progress. 

You might have the 
artistic skills to decide on 
visual presentation. If 
not, get inspiration from 
websites on the various 
ways they show their 
content by layout on the 
page and by the use (or 
not) of colour. 

You are, of course, 
already expert in your 
subject, (personal blog, 
technical topic, family 
history). 

Then comes the 
learning - how to 
construct the site. First 
get a unique name for 
your site (search: getting 
a domain name). Then 
you need a software 
package to start 
constructing your site. 
You can spend as long as 
you like building your 
site on your computer 
and tweaking and testing 
it before uploading it to 


the Web to tell the world. 
You can start small and 
expand later if you wish, 
but be prepared to update 
your site as and when 
needed. 

There are books that 
will guide you and 
services that will build it 
for you at a price. If you 
want to do it yourself you 
will need to learn HTMF 
(Hyper Text Mark-up 
Language) and CSS 
(Cascading Style 

Sheets). 

The HTMF language 
gives the computer 
precise information 
about what to show on 
the screen. It works in the 
background; providing 
links to other pages (or 
sites) as well as locating 
text, frames, graphics 
and colours. 

Cascading style sheets 
are used to store 
elements common to 
multiple pages so that 
they can be called for as 
needed. They are labour 
and time-saving because 
the relevant HTMF need 
not be included in every 
page. If a component 
needs changing, it has to 
be changed only on the 
style sheet. 

Some website 

authoring programmes 
will provide numerous 
templates. These can be 
readily modified on 
screen by dragging and 
dropping from a 
selection. 

A click will convert it 
into a web page without 
having to write HTMF. 

This is handy, as 
HTMF is a precise 
language. A single wrong 
character can cause a lot 
of trouble and be hard to 
find and correct.

SPOT THE DIFFERENCE 
BETWEEN BUMBLEBEES 
AND HONEYBEES... 


THIS month has 
been proving very 
busy, with much of 
the time spent 
answering queries 
about bumblebees 
and, of course, 
collecting swarming 
honeybees. 

Can I through my 
column dispense 

information that I think 
may help people who are 
experiencing the 

presence of bumblebees 
on or in their property? 

When a call is made to 
the environmental 
department of the Vale 
Council, they are in the 
habit of passing the 
enquiry on to a 
beekeeper. This is in the 
hope that I or others will 
deal with the problem; 
often we cannot as the 
colony is established in a 
loft or within a wall. 


NEWS FROM THE 
FONMON APIARY 


Even if I could get to 
the colony, trying to 
relocate them usually 
spells the death knell for 
them. 

Might I point out that 
bumblebees do not 
SWARM! Yes, they have 
a sting but they would 
have to be severely 
provoked into using it, ie, 
the nest being disturbed. 

No harm is likely to be 
done to the property by 
the bees, in fact your 
garden will benefit from 
their pollinating services. 

Let me point out the 
difference between 

bumblebees and 

honeybees. 

First and foremost, the 
bumblebees will not be 
there forever. Towards

the end of the year, all of 
the bumblebees are going 
to die, except for several 
of their number that have 
been selected to be 
queens in the following 
year. 

These selected bees 
(queens) will go and 
hibernate as a solitary 
bee and will not emerge 
until spring the next year 
and will look for a new 
nesting site. Your bee 
problem will be over. 

Honeybees do have 
much larger numbers and 
will remain in their 
chosen site permanently 
if left to their own 
devices. If the beekeeper 
can get at them and 
ensure that the queen is 
removed, they can be 
relocated successfully. 

Unlike the 

bumblebees they do live 
throughout the whole of 
the year and they do 
SWARM! When 

honeybees set up home 
in a property, like the 
bumblebee they will not 
cause any damage. 

Basically that is the 
difference between 
bumblebees and 

honeybees. 

The advantage for the 
beekeeper is that 
honeybees gather nectar 
and convert it into honey 
and store it to aid their 
survival for the coming 
winter. Given fair 
weather, they will collect 
and store far more than 
they require and the 
beekeepers can remove 
some of this excess for 
themselves. 

Now the bumblebees 


have a totally different 
approach, the amount of 
nectar that they collect is 
only to meet their daily 
requirements; there is no 
long-term storage plan, 
because nobody will be 
there to use it. 

For those with access 
to the Internet visit the 
Bumblebee Conservation 
Society website, your 
knowledge will improve 
and you might even take 
steps yourselves to 
ensure that bumblebees 
get a helping hand. 

There is a new kid on 
the block however! This 
is the Tree Bumblebee. It 
has a preference for 
nesting in bird-boxes. 

When this occurs the 
removal of the nest-box 
(in the evening) usually 
solves the problem. 

Why the evening? 
Well the bees will all be 
at home as they do not fly 
in the dark. 

The entrance can be 
blocked, the box 
unscrewed and 

everything and all of the 
bees can be moved with 
very little disturbance to 
a new site. (Easy to get 
at you see.) 

Local councils need to 
be aware of this and have 
someone employed that 
can do this. 

The Vale Council 
environmental literature 
does state that they are 
there to ensure the safety 
and welfare of visitors 
and residents in the Vale. 

Can I apologise to 
those of you who have 
tried to contact me and 
had no reply? There are 
only so many hours in 
the day.

yellowing this, a member of the

He continued: “On June 13, 
the council instigated an internal 
investigation at St Cyres School.

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Real-life crime drama 
is a drab telling 
of an incredible story

NE of the 

most 

shocking 


criminal stories in 
recent memory has 
been of the West 
Memphis Three, 
three young men 
convicted of the 
murders of three 
young boys in 
Tennessee in 1993 
after they 
disappeared, 
despite a lack of 
evidence to support 
such a verdict. 

The case drew 
widespread interest, 
with four documentaries 
attempting to delve 
deeper into what 
appeared on the surface 
to be such a miscarriage 
of justice. A version of 
the story, based on Mara 
Leveritt’s book, now 
reaches cinemas in 
Devil’s Knot. 

Colin Firth stars as 
Ron Lax, a private 
investigator hired to 
look into the case; and 
as his investigation 
brings to light several 
inconsistencies, one of 
the murdered boys’ 
mothers (Reese 
Witherspoon) finds 
herself beginning to 
doubt the guilt of those 
accused... 

The story of the West 
Memphis Three is a 
truly remarkable one, 
one of the grossest 
miscarriages of justice 
in recent memory, and 
one which has received 
a great deal of coverage, 
from books to the 
aforementioned 
documentaries (one of 
which was produced by 
Lord of the Rings 
director Peter Jackson). 

That a film has been 
made isn’t surprising 


given the high-profile 
nature of the case, but 
Devil’s Knot just doesn’t 
work, the film tackling 
the story from a new 
angle but feeling 
undercooked and 
lacking in every 
department. Director 
Atom Egoyan has his 
own particularly 
detached style, viewing 
life through the eyes of 
the camera. 

It’s an approach he 
doesn’t deviate from 
here, his camera gliding 
through the woods 
where the young boys 
meet their grisly end, 
leaving the audience to 
feel life a powerless 
observer watching the 
events unfold. 

But what the film 
really needs is less 
detachment and more 
emotion and depth - 
you can’t help but feel 
sadness at both the 
murders and the 
aftermath, but it never 
manages to really hit 
you and create any 
impact. 

While the events are 
truly shocking, Egoyan 
underplays them to the 
point of ambivalence 
(aside from a brutal 
scene of the bodies 
being discovered). 

As the film meanders 
towards its denouement, 
it’s a shock to discover 
that the resolution is 
lazily tacked onto the 
credits, words this time 
having far more 
resonance and impact 
than the story Egoyan is 
trying to tell. 

His cast are lifeless 
despite their quality; 
Colin Eirth shows a 
steely determination in 
righting the wrongs 
created by the police 
and the legal system, 
but his motivations are 
limited to an outburst

on capital punishment 
and nothing more, and 
he is miscast in a role 
that called for a grittier 
approach than Eirth 
manages. 

Reese Witherspoon 
captures the 
heartbreaking sadness 
of losing a child in such 
horrific circumstances, 
but that’s the only 
dimension of her 
character, and the 
actress struggles to offer 
anything memorable, 
while the likes of 
Alessandro Nivola and 
Kevin Durand offer a 
little shade but are 
relegated to sidelined 
roles as typical redneck 
folk, the intriguing 
elements of their stories 
left tantalisingly 
undeveloped. 

Even the young 
actors who play the 
supposed guilty parties 
in this sad tale aren’t 
given a lot to work with 
and their performances 
feel too forced to 
convince.

approaching a decent 
turn from a cast who are 
capable of so much 
more. 

The fact of the matter 
is that the tale of the 
West Memphis Three 
has already been so 
widely told that this 
film feels like it’s just 
jumping on a gravy 
train that had already 
departed the station. 
Ultimately, regardless of 
its approach, it’s telling 
a story that has already 
been told quite 
comprehensively 
already and brings 
nothing new to the 
party. 

The elements Egoyan 
is attempting to explore 
- the attitudes of a legal 
system where any 
suggestion of guilt is an 
admission, where small 
town sensibilities 
govern over due process 
and where the lack of 
concrete evidence is no 
barrier to prosecution - 
are present and correct, 
but presented so flatly 
that Devil’s Knot just 
doesn’t really engage 
and leaves you wanting 
more. 

Luckily, there is a 
raft of material on this 
story elsewhere, as 
Devil’s Knot fails to 
unravel satisfactorily. 
VERDICT -A limp 
film that offers nothing 
new to a shocking and 
saddening miscarriage 
of justice. Devil’s Knot 
is a truly dull piece of 
work. The direction 
and performances are 
lifeless, the stakes 
heightened but never 
feeling as they they’ve 
been raised, and it all 
manages to make such 
an incredible story 
rather pedestrian; when 
the end credit 
denouement packs more 
punch than the film that 
preceded it you know 
you’re in trouble. Poor.

PENARTH AND DISTRICT RAMBLERS NEWS 

Remembering the 
old Barry Island 


UNTIL the late 
1880s Barry Island 
was indeed an 
island, cut off from 
the mainland by the 
tides and only 
accessible by boat 
or by scrambling 
across the mud, 
sand and rocks. 

The opening of the 
docks at Barry in 1889 
changed everything. 

The town of Barry grew 
in size and Barry Island 
became part of the 
mainland. After the 
railway line was 
extended to Barry Island 
in 1896, hordes of 
visitors began to arrive 
and by 1904 the 
paddling/ bathing pool 
which was filled by the 
incoming tide was 
opened at the western 
end of Whitmore Bay 
below Friar’s Point. 

The first thing people 
saw when arriving by 
train was the Figure of 
Eight, which was later 
replaced with the famous 
Scenic Railway in 1939. 

Looking at the old 
pictures, day trippers 
who appeared rather 
overdressed for a day at 
the seaside by today’s 
standards, crowded onto 
the beach where all the 
entertainment took place. 

Once the promenade 
and sea wall were built. 


and later when the 
fairground was 
established in the late 
1920s, visitors could 
enjoy the booths and 
stalls, rides on the 
carousel, chair-o-planes, 
belter skelter, a variety 
of roundabouts, and the 
dodgems, while enjoying 
candy floss, ice creams 
and the inevitable Barry 
Island rock! 

This was the historic 
backdrop when 15 
Penarth and District 
ramblers with leader Val 
Williams, in glorious 
summer evening 
sunshine at Cold Knap, 
went for a four mile 
walk that would saw 
them circumnavigating 
Barry Island, which 
nowadays doesn’t appear 
to be as much fun as the 
old days! 

From the lake they 
tramped along the 
promenade enjoying 
glorious views before 
descending via the 
slipway and crossing the 
Old Harbour to Friar’s 
Point. The tide was 
coming in at Whitmore 
Bay and, making their 
way towards Nell’s 
Point, now a residential 
area but once the site of 
a golf course, then a 
Butlins Holiday camp, 
they continued along the 
Clement Colley footpath 
to Jackson’s Bay. 

Climbing uphill to 


Redbrink Crescent, with 
its fine views across 
Barry Harbour, they 
continued along Dyfrig 
Street and Clive Road, 
with panoramic views of 
the Barry Waterfront and 
town before dropping 
downhill and returning 
to Cold Knap via the 
causeway and the Parade 
Gardens.

The 3G pitch plan for 
Jenner Park ground 


A EEASIBILITY study is to be 
undertaken into the possible 
installation of a 3G sports pitch 
at Jenner Park Stadium, Barry. 

A Vale Council spokesman 
commented this week: ^'Officers 
have been looking at this option 
since the beginning of the year, and 
if this type of playing surface is 
found to be both cost effective and 
appropriate for Jenner Park, the aim 
will be to replace the existing grass 
pitch.” 

Although the current pitch has a 
drainage system in place, it is prone 
to waterlogging in prolonged wet 


weather. 

The new 3G pitch would allow for 
many more hours of sport to be 
played at Jenner Park, which the 
council is hoping will lead to an 
increase in numbers using the 
facilities. 

The study will look into 
installation and maintenance costs, 
as well as the projected income that 
could be generated by the new pitch. 
It will also consult with both current 
and potential users of the stadium to 
assess demand.

THE Cardiff 

Transport 
Preservation Group 
that restores old 
buses in Barry 
achieved another 
record-breaking 
annual Festival of 
Transport event last 
Sunday, June 8; 
now recognised as 
one of the biggest 
events of its kind in 
south Wales, with 
more visitors 

flocking to Barry 
each year. 

Mike Taylor, the 
organising group’s 
chairman, said: “The 
Festival of Transport 
attracted our highest 
number of entrants three 
weeks beforehand, as we 
closed to print the show 
guide, but every day 
more people wanted to 
come with their vehicles 
right up to the event. The 
numbers of classic cars 
were too many to count - 
around 250 or more were 
spread out along Barry 
Island seafront while 
around 60 more vehicles 
were up in the main 
parking area, with more 
cars, heritage buses and 
examples of modern 
buses and coaches. The 
event did bring a lot of 
people to Barry, some 
from as far as 
Portsmouth, Bristol, and 
Swindon. We also had an 
open day at the Bus 
Depot, our heritage bus 
restoration centre, and 
ran free heritage buses 
for visitors, which were 
very busy”. 

The day also saw the 
first day back into public 
service a 32-year-old 
former National Welsh 
bus, examples of which 
used to run from the 
Rhondda via Pontypridd 
to Cardiff and Barry to 
Cardiff. It ran from new 
in 1982 to 1992 when 
they were sold off to 
other operators. Our bus 
ran in London in the 
1990s before operating 
as a school bus in 
Derbyshire. It came back 
to Wales in 2011 and has 
taken three years for the 
Cardiff Transport 

Preservation Group to 


put it back on the road. 

The red Leyland 
Olympian 77-seat double 
deck bus got its MOT on 
Friday, June 6; on 
Saturday it was taken on 
a test run around some of 
the hiller parts of Barry, 
but its 32-year-old 
automatic gearbox 
technology is a little 
different to today’s 
modem buses, which was 
highlighted on its very 
first fully loaded mn on 
Sunday for visitors to the 
festival. 

Jane Hutt AM, 
Minister for Finance for 
the Welsh Government, 
who also represents the 
Vale of Glamorgan, 
visited the festival and 
rode on the inaugural run 
saying: “It was great to 
join the annual Barry 
Festival of Transport 
once again to view all the 
buses and to join the 
Mayor and Mayoress, 
Coun Howard Hamilton 
and Mrs Carol Hamilton 
to see the refurbished 
1980s National Welsh 
Bus. The crowds were 
gathering and we had a 
full bus to the Broad 
Street depot - so full the 
bus had difficulty getting 
up the hill but we made 
it! This was the maiden 
journey of the bus which 
has been restored so 
beautifully by the 
volunteers at the old 
Western Welsh depot”. 

She then went on to 
give: “Congratulations to 
all who took part in this 
great festival,” after a 
visit to see volunteers 
inside the bus depot. 

Mike Taylor 

continued: “At our event 
this year we had some 
surprise entrants both car 
and bus, some I had not 
seen before, for example 
we got a lot more really 
big American cars - 
seemed like a dozen of 
them, mostly from the 
1960s. People say they 
have friends who have 
booked and they want to 
come too. On the bus 
front we had a former 
Bristol Tramways 1950 
Bristol L touring coach 
and three examples of 
former London buses - a 
Regent Type RT also new 
in 1950 and two later 
1960s AFC 


friends over in Swansea 
brought along some of 
their collection and their 
1970s Bristol VR open 
top bus was popular 
giving free rides on the 
day; despite gathering 
afternoon dark clouds 
which included thunder, 
lightning and a short 
heavy downpour!” 

Talking about buses 
kept at Barry he said: 
“From our collection the 
blue and cream half-cab 
double deckers, the 1968 
Bewas & Machen 
Leyland and 1969 
Pontypridd AFC buses 
proved popular as did our 
50-year-old orange and 
white open top Cardiff 
Guy Arab bus. On the 
single decker side former 
Islwyn, Rhymney Valley 
and Western Welsh buses 
took turns and new this 
year, on the road again 
was a 1968 AFC 
Reliance formerly owned 
by Neath & Cardiff 
Luxury Coaches and a 
one time resident of 
Barry depot from 1970, 
during the last days of 
Western Welsh. The 
owners of this coach 
have just decided to 
relocate their vehicle to 
Barry, so we hope it can 
be used again on other 
occasions”. 

Summing up the day, 
Mike said: “We hope the 
traders on the island 
appreciated the 

additional business. The 
good news for us was 
that we had a good day 
and all the donations that 
were given will go 
towards restoring our 
heritage buses 

representing the towns 
and cities of south east 
Wales. Special thanks go 
to the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council for helping us 
organise the event and 
making it something 
many people now feel is 
a major attraction in the 
classic car and heritage 
bus calendar. We’d also 
like to thank many local 
companies for bringing 
vehicles along including 
Stagecoach, Cardiff Bus, 
Fdwards Coaches and 
New Adventure Travel, 
adding to the variety for 
people to look at on the 
day”.

Scorpions hit by 
injuries as they 
slip to defeat 


ON a bad day all 
round for South 
Wales Scorpions, 
prop Scott Giles 
suffered a serious 
head injury in the 
first few minutes of 
the game at 
Oldham. 

Play was held up for 
nearly ten minutes while 
medics took every 
precaution on the pitch 
before Giles was taken 
by ambulance to a 
neurological unit at 
Hope Hospital, 
Manchester. 

Serious thought was 
given to calling for an 
air ambulance but in the 
end that was not 
considered necessary. 

The game was only 
seven minutes old and 
Oldham were attacking 
just inside the Scorpions 
half when Giles went in 
to make a tackle and was 
knocked out. “There was 
nothing malicious in the 
tackle. It was an 
accident,” said 
Scorpions coach Mike 
Grady, who only 
minutes later lost the 
services of full-back 
Jordan Sheridan with a 
thigh muscle injury. 

Winger Chris 
Leyshon went to full¬ 
back, centre Matthew 
Wilcox moved to left- 
wing and Ashley 
Bateman came off the 
bench to fill in at left- 
centre. 

Osian Phillips was 
already on as Giles' 
replacement - and the 
game was still only 10 
mi nutes old! That left 
Richard East and Dafydd 
Hellard as the only spare 
men, one returning after 
injury and the other 
having only just 
recovered from 
tonsillitis. 

Added Grady: “We 
were down to the bare 
bones before the game 
started and then we 
suffered the loss of two 
key players in the first 
few minutes. We didn't 
play smart rugby, but I 
can't fault the 
determination and desire 
of the boys who put up 
their hand to have a go. 

“To make matters 
worse it looks like Chris 
Leyshon has suffered 
broken ribs and Harrison 
Elliott took a nasty blow 
to the face, it was a 
tough day at the office 
for us.

AS WALES SLIP TO ANOTHER DEFEAT IN 
SOUTHERN HEMISPHERE, WILL IT BE... 

Changing of the guard 
after dismal Durban?

S PEAKING before the first test 
in Durban on Saturday, Wales’ 
head coach Warren Gatland 
OBE was optimistic that his 
reshaped, injury-plagued team would 
make history by beating South Africa 
for only the second time in 28 outings 
since 1906 - are going with the 
belief and confidence we can win 
this...But ifs important we go out and 
perform to the level we know we 
can...’^ 

...And there’s the rub, for yet again a 
slow-starting Wales side were bludgeoned out 
of their stride and rapidly undone by more 
physically-robust, dynamic opponents, who 
charged out of the blocks from the outset, and 
were piling up points almost before the 
national anthems had faded into the air above 
Kings Park. 

In fact, the game was almost over as a 
contest after barely 20 minutes, when Jamie 
Roberts’ yellow card for a dangerous tackle 
would cost them an ultimately decisive 14- 
point deficit. 

For in the first quarter, the rampaging 
Springboks would ruthlessly run in three 
sharply-taken tries (two by wing ace Brian 
Habana) and one from a driving line-out by 
No 8 Duane Vermeulen, all smoothly 
converted by outside half Morne Steyn to 
make the score 21-6. 

In reply, a desperately embattled Wales 
could muster only two snap goals by Steyn’s 
opposite number, Dan Biggar - who also 
slotted over a penalty on the stroke of 
halftime. 

However, by then South Africa had forged 
even further ahead with a fourth try by their 
outstanding fullback, Willie Le Roux, to go 
into the interval with a 28-9 lead, and Wales 
were facing another defeat of epic 
proportions. 

It had been a devastating first half for both 
sides - though in very different ways - with 
the famed Welsh rush defence systematically 
shredded by the simple but effective 
expedient of a deftly-placed chip over their 
heads - Le Roux’s one-man scoring effort a 
case in point! 

The tourists had drawn first blood with 
Biggar’s first drop goal after three minutes - 
but after that, were constantly in danger of 
being totally overrun by remorseless 
Springbok power up front and forceful 
running behind - while all the time, the battle 
for the breakdown was being lost. 

The sudden replacement of scrum talisman 
Adam Jones before halftime by Scarlets’ 
Samson Lee, bore testament to the iron grip 
being exerted by the dominant home eight in 
the tight, and also the loose, in the crucial 


absence of injured Welsh flankers Sam 
Warburton and Justin Tipuric. 

A clearly disgruntled Gatland would later 
acknowledge that Wales “did not look fit out 
there at times'’\ Players’ lack of game time 
showed as some ^^struggled to cope with the 
pace and intensity in the first half\ 

It was a view shared by his skipper 
Warburton in the TV studio, who confessed: 
''We're not used to playing at such intensity too 
often". 

Ominously, Steyn added three more points 
with a penalty kick just after play resumed in 
the second half, and when he converted South 
Africa’s fifth try by debut wing Cornal 
Hendricks to make the score an 
insurmountable 38-9, with half an hour still to 
go to the final whistle, the floodgates seemed 
set to open and finally sweep Wales away. 

In days gone by, that would certainly have 
happened - but to their credit, this current 
Wales squad are made of sterner stuff; and 
the judicious arrival of more ‘heads up’ 
replacements from the bench, including 
halfbacks James Hook and Gareth Davies 
and diminutive Matthew Morgan at fullback, 
saw much-needed pace and urgency injected 
into a suddenly galvanised team. 

This coincided with the now totally 
dominant home team easing their foot off the 
pedal - understandable with the battle 
already won - and Wales began a creditable, 
if belated, fight-back. 

Even so, it took a brilliant solo effort to 
bring a little respectability to the scoreboard, 
not this time from an unusually subdued 
George North - who was obviously still 


suffering the effects of a virus that had laid 
him low in midweek - but his fellow wing, 
Alex Cuthbert. The big Blues man received 
the ball deep in his own half and set off on a 
deceptive, swerving run, scattering a clutch of 
wildly grasping defenders to left and right - 
before jubilantly touching down near the 
posts for a try converted by Hook, to cut the 
deficit to 38-16. 

Alas, it came far too late in the day to make 
a real difference, apart from stinging the now 
coasting Springboks back into action - and 
the game ended as it had begun, with the 
Welsh line under siege - but bravely clinging 
on as the final whistle blew. 

With only a handful of days to put things 
right and rally his troops for the next and 
final test at the Mbombela stadium, Nelspruit, 
Gatland admitted, "It is a big challenge to get 
them back up for Saturday. We were very poor 
in the first half, but at least we now have a 
chance to get back on the horse". 

The big question, as he pondered on his 
selection being announced today (Thursday) 
was - would it be the same horse? Should he 
continue to stick by some of the old guard 
who have served him so well in the past, or 
would he be forced to make a last throw of 
the tour dice, with key changes to reward the 
lively replacements who had shone in 
Durban? 

VOTE OF CONFIDENCE 

Meanwhile, back home in Port Talbot on 
Sunday, a rebel bid to force the WRU 
leadership out of office was 
overwhelmingly defeated, when 462 Welsh 




clubs voted in support of the executive, 
with only four voting the other way, and 
18 abstaining. 

The call for an extraordinary general 
meeting (EGM) had been made at the 
instigation of former WRU CEO, David 
Moffett, supported by 42 club signatures, 
including the four professional Welsh regions. 

(In the event, the regions were represented 
at the meeting, but took no part in the 
proceeedings). 

Board member and Welsh legend, Gerald 
Davies, made an impassioned plea in which he 
stated that Welsh rugby's reputation had been 
tarnished by the issue; it was not held in high 
regard abroad and needed to be restored - 
"and not through self-interest," he warned.
